DEATH OF MAN 


Sensation Created At In- 
quest Into Death Of E. 
Dechatelets 


Story of Jean Chatvaire, bar- 
tender in the Legion Club in the 
Memorial Hall that Eaculide T. 
Dechatelets, 49 year old farmer, 
had come te him pleading for 
Protection from two men whom 
he claimed had assaulted and 
tobbed him earlier in the day, 


created a sensation in the cor- 
oner's inquest held in Howard 
and McBride's funeral partors 


Friday afternoon to determine 
the cause of Dechatelets’ death, 
and caused Dr. Braithwaite, pro- 
vincial coroner, to adjourn the 
inquest till February 5th to per- 
mit police to investigate. 

Believed at first to have becn the 
victim of a heart attack, Dechate- 
lets dropped dead on the street in 
front of the Alberta hotel shortly 
before one a.m. on the morning of 
Wednesday, January 27. Chatvaire 
stated that Dechatelets, accom- 
panied by two men, had entered 
the Legion clubroom about 8:20 
p.m on the Tuesday evening im- 
mediately preceding his death. and 
left the two men, against their will 
and then had told Chatvaire that 
they had assaulted and robbed? him 
earlier in the afternoon. He had 
refused to say more than that 
Chatvaire said, and Dechatclets 
asked Chatvaire to protect him 
and to drive him home to Legal. 
NEW ASPECT 

Provincial Coroner E. A. Braith- 
waite, on hearing Chatvaire’s story, 
declared that it cast an _ entirely 
different aspect upon the case, and 
adjourned the inquest until Feb- 
ruary 5 to permit city police to 
further investigate 

Fellowing Dechatelets’ death, it 
it wes stated by police that 
Dechatelets had died of a heart 
atteck, and it was believed that 
he had been drinking heavily on 
Tuesday afterncon and evening. 
Corener Braithwaite had con- 
sidered the case closed and it 
was not his intention to hold an 

inquest. 

Insistence of Dechatelets’ wife 
that as her husband had never 
been sick in his life, she could not 
understand how he could possibly 
have died so'suddenly from natural 
causes, led the coroner to order an 
autopsy, and call for an inauest. 

The jury selected was P. W. Jean, 
J. A. MeNeil, A. E. Asher, George

Dr. J. J. Ower, who performed 
an autopsy, said on opening the 


scalp he had found that it contained 
a large amount of blood from a 
hemorrhage at the base of. the brain.

The Passing Show

Students of European affairs will find it 
hard to understand the strange complications 
of internal politics in Russia that makes Karl 
Radek and other former Soviet office-holders 
plead guilty to treason. 

Radek is the best-known Soviet writer on 
foreign affairs. A Pole by race, born in Lvov, 
Galicia, 52 years ago, he had been active in the 
Communist Party since 1901. He suffered un- 
der the Czarist regime and had to seek refuge 
in Berlin in 1907 where with Rosa ‘Luxembourg 
he founded the left wing of the German social- 
democratic party and labored for international 
Communism in Switzerland, Berlin and Stock- 
holm 

After Stalin came to power, Radek identified 
himself with the right opposition of Bukharin 
and Tomsky—not with the left opposition of 
Trotsky, Zinoviev and Kamenev. He was dis- 
missed from the party in 1925 for Trotskyism 
and not re-admitted until 1930. 


In his book on Foreign Affairs, published 
Three years ago Radek declared: “The object 
of the Soviet Government is to save the soil 
of the first proletarian state from the 
criminal folly of a new war. To this end 
the Soviet Union has struggled with the 
greatest determination and consistency for 
sixteen years. The defence of peace and the 
neutrality of the Soviet Union against ali 
attempts to drag it into the whirlwind of a 
new world war is the central problem of 
Soviet foreign policy. The Soviet Union fel- 
lows the policy of peace because peace is 
the best condition for building up a Socialist 
society.” 

This is the man who now pleads guilty to 
having sold himself to Hitler and to plans for 
supplying Russia's enemies with oi] from 
Sakhelin in the event of Russia being at war 
with Germany and Japan, and adds defiantly: 


“Il admit the treason. I do not defend 
myself. There are no extenuating circum- 
stances.”

The jasmine, or jessamine belangs 
to the Olive family. You can see I 
have been consulting the Encyc!o- 
pedia. I had to. I was not even 
sure of the name. I called it “jas- 
mine” the other day and an expert 
gardener in the next 10 seconds 
called it “jessamine” and gave me a 
meaningful glance. Now I hope she 
reads this. The jasmine (this is 
what I called it first, and I am going* 
to stick to it) is a native of a warm 
climate. But evidently it is an 
adaptable immigrant. It is a close 
relative of the lilac, but just at this 
moment I think it is a far finer 
shrub. Here are the lilacs standing, 
huddled in silence, bare and grey,

This cup, which up to that time had been just another piece 
of sailing silver, suddenly became of tmternational importance 
and the loss of it rankled seafaring England no end—although of 
course no one admitted that it hurt and everyone agreed that the 
Yankees bad been downright amazing in their building and 
handling of the America, For want of a better name, the cup 
came to be known as “America’s Cup,” named after the schooner 
that won it in order to separate it from all the rest of yachting 
trophies.
